Chicago, Feb. 18.—Liberalism 
or reaction is the chief issue to 
be settled by the McAdoo “avail­ 
ability conference,’’ Homer T. 
Cummings, former chairman of 
the national democratic commit­ 
tee, declared today in the key­ 
note address to the supporters of 
William Gibbs McAdoo, gather­ 
ed here to decide whether he is 
still available as a democratic 
presidential candidate. 
McAdoo 
represents 
liberalism; 
President Coolidge represents re-ac- 
fion, Cummings declared. 
"As I see It. we a r e discussing not 
only the fortunes of an Individual, 
but we are discussing the fute of a 
cause.” he said. 
Cummings charged th** republican 
administration with hanging up a 
record of disastrous failures started 
with scandals and culm inating with 
the amazing Teapot Dome disclosures. 
McAdoo In a statement to the con­ 
ference stated his owu political fu­ 
ture was of no consequence beside the 
greater issue of the Teapot 
Dome 
scandal. 
The question before the people, he 
said. was whether corruption shall 
continue in Washington. 
His avail­ 
ability is up to tho conference, Mc­ 
Adoo declared.

President Coolidge accepted 
the resignation. 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt also 
offered his redigestion and the presi­ 
dent will decide today soraetlma wh»* 
ther to accept it. 
Formal announcement of Denby's 
resignation will be made at 4 p. in. 
He resigned on the ground that hla 
Usefulness as a cabinet member had 
been Impaired but took the position 
ho was guiltless of any blame in con­ 
nection wit ii the leasing of tho Tea­ 
pot Dome and other naval oil 
re­ 
serves. 
Denby’s formal written 
resigna­ 
tion was placed in President Cool­ 
idge'* hands shortly before noon, af­ 
ter ii telephone conversation earlier 
In which Denby communicated his 
desire to the president. 
The presi­ 
dent Just after noon Kent his personal 
K*< ret ary, Theodore Clark, to Danby’* 
office and It was believed Clark car­ 
ried Mr. Coolidge'a acceptance of the 
resignation. 
Denby at that time was at his home 
where bi* went about 10:30 after re­ 
fusing to state whether be would re­ 
sign or not.

ST. CLOUD SHOOTING 
BEING INVESTIGATED 


AT LYCEUM THEATRE

righted, !t24, by United Pre**) 
San Francisco. Feb. 18. — Forty- 
three and one-half square miles— 28,- 
840 acres— make up that portion of 
“ Naval Reserve No. I*’ which 
the 
government leased to E.* L. Doheny’s 
Pan-American 
Oil 
Company 
and 
which, with Teapot Dome, is the cen­ 
ter of the present oil lease investiga­ 


tion in Washington. 
It lies in the Elk Hills region of 
Kern county, beginning about 
25 
miles west of Bakersfield, oil center 
of the San Joaquin valley. California. 
The land itself, 
semi-arid 
and 
parched in summer beneath a sun 
which sends temperatures up close 
to 120 degrees at times, has 
been 
peopled in the past with homestead­ 
ers, dry farmers .and small stock 
raisers, attempting to wrest from the 
earth a rather meager living. 
It is in the foothills of the coast 
range mountains— the Elk Hills lead­ 
ing up to the loftier peaks of the 
Santa Barbara’s, which, 
iu 
turn, 
breu^ abruptly into the sea less than 
IOO miles westward. 


Great Oil Pooh 
Beneath 
this 
rather 
forbidding 
land is believed to stand pools of oil 
of untold extent. 
To the south, east 
and to the north lies the Lost Hills, 
the Coalinga, Taft, Santa Maria. Mc- 
Kittrick and other oil fields which 
have their stories of making million­ 
aires overnight and which are 
not 
yet exhausted. Across the Santa Bar­ 
bara and a little to the southward 
are the Ventura 
and 
Summerland 
fields, where oil is pumped from the 
opposite side 
of 
the 
coast 
range 
mountains. 
Geologists have declared Naval Re­ 
serve No. I probably one of the rich­ 
est of the California fields. 
Whoever may be found 
to 
own 
this oil now, geologists believe that 
it originally belonged to Adam and 
Eve. 
It was formed through the ages. 
by the processes through which na­ 
ture makes its coal, its oil and many 
of the other riches of the earth. 
As 
the mountains rose from the sea it 
seeped and trickled from the higher 
levels into the pools of the foothills 
and there awaited the coming of man. 
Naval Reserve No. I was created 
at the height of the San Joaquin 
valley oil boom, while William How­ 
ard Taft was president. 
Under the 
so-called "Taft Withdrawal Order,” 
which created the reserve, 
it 
was 
withdrawn from entry as public land 
and turned over to1 the navy to lie 
there as America’s reserve supply of 
oil for her fighting ships when a time 
of emergency might arise. 
Only Three Wells 
Until leased to the Doheny inter­ 
ests. this field was untouched. Then 
operations on it were started in what 
oil men consider only a half-hearted 
fashion. 
But three wells have been 
sunk on the vast lease to date. These 
are producing approximately 3.000 
barrels each per day. 
Only about a 
dozen men are employed on the lease, 
although on the same company’s ad­ 
joining property about 200 are at 
work. 
This is generally attributed not b o 
much to a desire to let the lease lie 
idle, as to a method of meeting mar­ 
ket conditions. 
On the Pan-Ameri­ 
can Company’s adjoining leases num­ 
erous wells have been driven down 
to within a short distance of the oil 
bearing sand and then closed. 
When 
market conditions become more fav­ 
orable these wells can 
be 
quickly 
brought into production. 
It is the 
belief here that the Pan-Americatf 
company planned to extend this mode 
of operation to the naval 
reserve 
field. 


(By United Press) 
St. Cloud. Minn., Feb. 18.— Inves­ 
tigation into the shooting here Sat­ 
urday night which sent Ole P. Olson, 
prohibition agent and Nicholas Lahr, 
proprietor of a cafe, to the St. Ra­ 
phael hospital suffering from wounds 
is being conducted today. 
Lahr’* wounds are reported as ser­ 
ious; Olson's wounds are superficial 
and he will be able to leave the hos­ 
pital shortly. 
According to Olson's story he and 
two other prohibition agents went to 
La hrs cafe and when Olson demand 
ed that Lahr open the safe the latter 
refused. 
Olson then tried to open the safe 
door but as he knelt on the floor 
Lahr is alleged to have fired a re­ 
volver. wounding Olson in the head. 
Olson thereupon shot Lahr down. 
Prohibition agents claimed twelve 
pints of moonshine were found in the 
safe.
